The decision to cut the power 
was made, according to a Con 
Ed spokesman, to avoid over­ 
loading the four feeder lines 
that were still functioning “If 
we didn’t cut the power when 
we: 'did, the entire system would 
have been destroyed," be said 
The immediate cause of the 
breakdown was not determined.

Egypt Requests Russia To

CAIRO (AP) — President An­ 
war Sadat has asked the Soviet. 
Union to withdraw its military 
advisers, from Egypt, informed 
sources said today. 
Several were seen leaving on 
Sunday and Monday, shortly 
after Premier Aziz Sidky re 
turned from a one-day visit to 
Moscow. 
Sadat informed the 150-mem­ 
ber Central Committee of the 
ruling Arab Socialist Union of 
the action today and several 
heads of foreign missions here 
were called on to see top Egyp- 
t i a n 
officials 
Monday—in­ 
cluding the chief U.S. diplomat 
here, the informants said. 
It was not immediately e’ear 
how many Soviet military id- 
visers were to leave or how 
soon.

Egypt range from 10,000 to 
20,000. 
They came after President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser’s secret 
visit to Moscow in January 1970 
in which he agreed to Soviet 
military presence. He went to 
the Soviet capital during Is­ 
rael’s deep penetration bomb­ 
ing raids against Egypt.

The withdrawal of military 
advisers, perhaps because they

INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP)—The 
United States Auto Club took 
initial steps Monday toward 
slowing down its championship 
cars which are on the threshold 
of 200-mile-an-hour speeds. 
The USAC Rules Committee 
decided after an all-day meet­ 
ing to consider three areas of 
rules change. The committee 
will vote on the proposals next 
month and if approved they 
will go before the USAC board 
in September for final approv­ 
al. 
The first proposal calls for 
reducing allowable engine size 
on overhead cam turbocharged 
engines from 161 cubic inches 
to 140.

USAC limits foel consumption 
to the three 500-mile races—325 
gallons at Indianapolis and Po- 
cono and 350 at Ontario, but 
there is no general limitation. 
The final proposal would re­ 
duce the total area of stabiliser 
wings. 
The rules committee also de­

George Wallace, as a third party con­ 
tender. got 9,899,557 votes. The Mc­ 
Govern forces hope to register at least 18 
million more voters for the coming elec­ 
tion. The implication is clear. 
McGovern has the backing of the Ken­ 
nedy organization. Inflation and unem­ 
ployment will no doubt be among the big 
guns of his campaign cannonading. He 
is intensely ambitious and the role of an 
underdog Is nothing new. He plaved that 
all through the primary campaign only 
to emerge a winner. 
The Vietnam War is not the issue it 
once was. McGovern will have a rough 
time trying to build an ima^e of himself 
as a proponent of peace in light of Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s approaching success in 
finally winding up that conflict.

one of the hostages and take 
two others with him as he es­ 
caped — the man surrendered. 
No one was injured. 
Police identified the man as 
Everett Warner Wallace Jr., 22, 
of Richmond. 
He was charged with bank 
robbery. 
U.S. 
Commissioner 
John F. Daffron Jr. ordered 
him. held, in lieu of $75,000 bond 
pending a court hearing Fri­ 
day. 
Wallace was indicted by 
a 
federal grand jury in Alexan­ 
dria last November on charges 
of attempting to extort $10,000 
from United Airlines in May 
1971 and attempting to extort 
$100.000 from Eastern Air Lines 
in June 1971. 'The indictments 
said both involved threats to 
bomb the planes. 


He pleaded, innocent, to the 
extortion charges last Decem­ 
ber, and an order signed by U. 
S. District Court Judge Robert 
R. Merhige Jr. said “the de­ 
fendant has been determined to 
be not mentally sane and has 
been committed to a state in­ 
stitution.” 
Wallace was committed Jan. 
12 to Eastern State Hospital in 
Williamsburg and was released 
Feb. 10. officials said, because 
doctors there found he was not 
mentally ill.

U.S. Warship 
Damaged By 
Explosions 


SAIGON (AP) — Two under­ 
water explosions heavily dam­ 
aged the U.S. destroyer War­ 
rington on Monday in the Ton­ 
kin Gulf where it was trying to 
intercept cargo from three Chi­ 
nese freighters, U.S. military 
sources reported today. 
The Navy said the cause of 
the explosions was under inves­ 
tigation. Spokesmen declined to 
speculate whether the 390-foot 
ship might have been hit by 
U.S. mines that had broken 
loose from the fields U.S. Navy 
planes planted around North 
Vietnamese harbors. 
No enemy fire was reported 
at the time of the explosions, 
spokesmen said. 
One sailor among the de­ 
stroyer’s 270 crewmen suffered 
minor injuries, was treated on 
board and returned to duty, tbe 
Navy said. 
The 3.400-ton Warrington sus­ 
tained heavy 
shock damage 
and there was flooding in its 
engineering spaces, which was 
quickly brought under control, 
a spokesman said. 
The Wa.rrin.gton left, the Ton­ 
kin Gulf on her own power for 
the U.S. naval base at Subic 
Bay in the Philippines but later 
was taken under tow by the sal­ 
vage ship Reclaimer because 
full extent of tbe damage was 
not known, spokesmen said. 
Sources said the Warrington 
was part of a 7th Fleet task 
force posted off Hon La island 
about 85 miles north, of the de­ 
militarized zone to fire on bar­ 
ges and craft attempting to fer­ 
ry war materials ashore to 
North Vietnam from three Chi­ 
nese Communist freighters. 
The sources said none of the 
freighters had ever been at­ 
tacked. 
The U.S. Command reported 
that American fighter-bombers 
flew 
more than 310 
strikes 
against highways, bridges, sup­ 
ply barges, 
fuel depots and. 
warehouses inside North Viet­ 
nam on Monday. 
Radio Hanoi claimed three 
U.S. warplanes were shot down 
this morning during U.S. air 
raids on the North Vietnamese 
capital city and Ha Tay Prov­ 
ince. It made no mention of the 
fate of the pilots. 
The U.S. Command said Air 
Force 
and 
Marine 
fighter- 
bombers made two attacks in 
error on government positions 
in South Vietnam. The Com­ 
mand said five South Vietnam­ 
ese soldirs were wounded, but 
none killed, in the strikes near 
Quang Tri City and Hue, on the 
northern front. 
The Saigon command report­ 
ed there was no significant 
change 
on that front. 
South 
Vietnamese marines and para­ 
troopers remained on the east­ 
ern 
and 
southern edges 
of 
Quang 
Tri 
City. Scattered 
ground fighting and artillery 
and 
mortar 
attacks 
against 
government positions were re­ 
ported.
